This disturbance conies in a period of 


moderate 
weather, temperature of 


which will average below normal for 
about the live days covered by the dis- 
turbance and which will include two 
cool waves, the first going to lower 
temperatures than the last.

erate, uiiiuipurtaul weather but about 
18 a great change will come over the 
spirit of all weather events. At that 
date we will be ueariug one of the great 
storm periods of the year and every 
kind of weather feature will suddenly 
increase In Intensity.

England, and her dependency, Canada, 
were to be seen In the long procession. 
All had assembled in Trinity to give 
glory-to God and to ask for continued 
blessings on the 
Episcopal 
com 


n'Union. 


The English primate was last in a 


long procession of dignitaries which 
passed up the aisle of Trinity church, 
where the opening service was held in 
the presence of an immense congrega- 
tion. He iwited one of the prayers in 
tlie office of holy communion and read 
the gospel! The celebrant was lit. Kev. 
D. S. Tnttle of Missouri, presiding 
bishop; the gospeller was lit. Itev. James 
Carmichael, bishop coadjutor of Mon- 
treal, and ths preacher Bishop Doaue 
of Albany. 


Bishop Doane welcomed the Arch- 


bishop of Canterbury and then devoted 
a large part of his sermon to the di- 
visions in Christendom. His address 
rtferred to the barriers which separate 
the Anglican church—a church both 
Catholic and Protestant—from the other 
denominations, and considered how 
the barriers might be eliminated In 
some degree. 
He thought an attempt 


should be made to tind the starting 
point of disagreement and thus to be 
in a position to reach a better under- 
standing with the church of Home and 
tbe various Protestant bodies. Bishop 
Doane added that the recognition of 
papal supremacy was impossible, but 
thought that the church might readily 
recognize the primacy 
Jjl the bishop 


of Kome on account of the antiquity 
of the Roman see. His sermon was a 
plea for the broadening 6f the church's 
sphere. 


Boston, Oct. 7—The Archbishop of

American body, in which he urged that 
tbe church take steps to guard the re- 
ligious life of the home.

Conference Fails to Settle the 


Wage Question at Fall River" 
Fall River, Mass., Oct. 7—The sec- 


retaries of the five labor unions and a 
committee cf the signers of the wage 
reduction agreement were In confer- 
tnce for three hours yesterday after- 
noon, but no agreement was reached In 
the cotton mill labor situation. The 
manufacturers presented a statement 
saying that new mills to th« extent of 
2,300,000 spindles have been built In 
the last three years in a section of the 
country where wages are much lower 
than it Is now proposed to pay and 
where resVicrfve legislation Is almost 
unknown. 


"During the last three years," the 


ttatement said, "we have managed to 
pay the highest rate of wages since 
1875. 
In the meantime the margin of 


profit has dwindled until It has, in 
many cases, entirely disappeared, and 
there bas been, a loss in the manufac- 
ture of our goods. In view of the above 
facts It is impossible to' entertain any 
suggestion of compromise or deviate 
in any particular from the basis of 
wages announced to go Into effect July 
25, 1004." 


The representatives of the opera- 


tives presented their well known argu- 
ments In opposition to the stand taken 
by the manufacturers and tbe situation 
was discussed In a most friendly spirit 
Neither side would make the slightest 
concession, and the arguments em- 
ployed were exactly the same as were 
used 11 weeks ago.

This raises the luterestinK 
question of how fur a eanul constructed 
todiiv should anticipate the needs of 
the future. To complete so stupendous 
a work HS thin, upon which American 
aspirations Com half-century IKIVO been 
centred, only to llnd when ready tluit 
it was hopelessly, behind the times 
would be it most humiliating outcome. 
The French company did their work at 
Panama on » thirty-foot basis. All of 
our survey* »nd estimated have been 
bared upon a proposed depth of thirty- 
five feet. It is now practically certain 
tl at FoinethinK better will be decided 
upon, although the details of several 
plans await further devolpmcnt. Their 
atrdy may account in part for some 
apparent delay In beginning the real 
work of canal couptrnction. 
It was lirst proposed, afc soon as thi.s 


subject began to attract the attention 
of the new board of eiigineersentru.sted 
to carry out this work, that the locks 
be established on a forty-foot basis, 
while leaving the prism of the canal, 
as originally planned, a'l a depth of 
thirty-five feel. This is a device often 
resorted to In building railroad bridges 
and tunnels, and it was recognized iu 
the excavation of tbe Chicago drainage 
canal. It was assumed that the Pana- 
ma Canal would have five locks, two 
on this aide and three on the other, 
and that its greatest 
lift would be 


eighty-two feet at low water and ninety 
feet at high water, tbe variation due to 
fluctuations iu the lake level. 


PEKHAPS FORTY FEFT. 


Bnt this whole scheme, Including 


the number of locks, the locations of 
the dams and the raaxlum lift from sea 
level, la now under consideration al- 
most as a new problem. It is believed 
that substantial Improvements can be 
made over the line which was recom- 
mended by the lehmian Canal' Com- 
mission In its last study of tbe relative 
advantages of two routes. The exami- 
nations which have beeu made since 
the new commission assumed charge 
develop the surprising fact that the 
work of excavation can be done cou- 
Biderably cheaper than had beeu sup- 
posed, and hence it is likely that a 
canal of 37 or 38 feet can be constructed 
for the sums whbh Congress and the

The commission 
feels that it is doing a work for all 
time, aud it would hestitate to submit 
the result to the American people, say- 
ing ID effect: "You want live feet more 
depth to that prism, and any time 
that you get around to do it the canal 
will bo greatly improved." A deep 
waterway, ft goes almost without say- 
lug, Is much betterand safer even for 
the vessels which do not require much 
draught, as well as admitting a 
large number that otherwise could 
not enter at all. Therefore "40 feet if 
possible" is the preseut aim of the 
commission. 


The discussion of this subject has 


raised mauy considerations. How far is 
it the duty of the United States Goveru- 
ineut to go out of its way to eucourage 
a tendency iu shipbuilding which is

something akin to the speed madness 
that overcomes the autornoblist? Will 
the ships that go through the canul 
naturally tend to such proportions as 
those on the North Atlantic? Apparent- 
ly not. Were the canal in operation 
'today 85 feet would be a very ample 
depth. The only traffic iu Hie world 
that supports mauy vessels of stupen- 
dous size is that betweeu our North At- 
lantic ports and Europe, although Mr. 
James J. Hill has had some very large 
vessels coustructed for his traus-puuiflc 
line. But it is extremely risky business 
to provide dimensions for the future, 
Our caual, wheu once coustructed, will 
regulate not only the size of the ships 
doing business through it, but to a 
large degree the depth of the chauucls 
at tributary ports, just as the water- 
line of the Sue may be seen in har- 
bor charts all over Europe. 
The future 


river aud harbor expenses of this Gov- 
ernment will depend In considerable de- 
gree ou tbe decision of this question at 
Panama. 


Tbe Suez Canal has been steadily en- 


larged, aud is uow on its way to a depth 
of thirty-three feet. 
As a tide level 


affair, without locks, In a sandy region, 
tbe work of excavation is a much sim- 
pler matter than it would be with out 
waterway'after once it was finished. 
The Suez is already too shallow. 
Not 


all the ships of tbe British navy can 
pass it. Its dimensions doubtless act 
as a depressing Influence upon a ten- 
dency toward large ships, which would 
otherwise show itself in the Asiatic 
bade. 


NEW PLAN OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The economics which have developed 


under the new management at Panama 
have resulted in a uew theory regard- 
ing contractors and tbe geueral meth- 
ods by which Uncle Sam is to get thrs 
work done. There is considerable pros- 
pect that the commissioners may build 
the canal themselves*, just as they are 
now carrying on the work from the 
point where the Kreneh left it,at places 
like the Culebra Cut, where a certain 
large volume of excuvatiou is inevita- 
ble, aud all that can be accomplished 
now will pave so much from the real 
work. 
The 
commissions 
will 
do 


enough work of this kind to establish 
certain standards of cost, which will tie 
accurately computed by experts. Wheu 
the time for the real work begins, ou 
definite specifications, the commission 
will throw open its books to intending 
contractors, showing them what it is 
costing this Government per million 
square ymds to excavate gravel aud 
rock, and tor the other elements of the 
undertaking. 
The commission will 


practically say : "There are our ligures. 
If you can do the work any cheaper we 
want you to do it, but if not, we shall 
keep right on ourselves. 
We 
will 


make no secret as to what It Is costing 
us." 


The commission Is able to make a 


very unusual showing in this regard 
for an operation under Government 
auspices, because of the peculiarly fa- 
vorable terms of the cunil act, by 
which the commission is freed from 
those restrictions that usually hamper 
Government nperullont). 
There Is no 


eight-hour day, no restriction as to 
nationality or type of laborers, no larll!' 


cost of construction. It is an interest- 
ing fact that a salt water canal is equi- 
valent to nearly au extra foot in depth 
over oue of the same dimensious iu 
fresh water, ou account of the superior 
buoyancy of the sea. 


FRICTION AT I'AMAMA. 


The reported troubles betweeu our 


commission and the Panama Govern- 
ment have, beeu exaggerated by politi- 
cal turmoil ou the Isfbmus. 
The 


American commissioners, it may be- 
safely predicted, will go right ahead 
and do tbe work aeftbey want to, estab- 
lishing ports iu the canal strip, but not 
otherwise interferiug with the Govern- 
ment or revenues of the tiny republic. 
The Pauamaus received so much mou- 
ey from the United States—$10,000,000 
—that naturally tbeii politicians of the 
faction which Is out, look upon this 
Government as a gold mine, aud eager- 
ly await an opportunity for a"squeeze" 
of some sort. But there Is uo deposi- 
tion manifest here iu official circle's fo 
do anything more for them, aside from 
living up to our contract obligations. 


Strictly speaking, Panama as a re- 


public was not entitled to so large a 
compensation for thatstrip as Columbia 
would have been, because iu dealing 
with Panama the United States has 
naturally assumed certain obligations 
o p o ect her against being overrun by 
the mother country. 
Moreover, the 


caual will he of sucli tremendous ad- 
vantage to Panama that her people 
ought to be very well content with 
what the United States has already 
done. Two members of the present 
Commission at least have had a good 
deal of experience with Latin-Ameri- 
can peoples and are not likely to be di- 
verted from their course by a clamor- 
ing of local agitatois, bent ou making- 
an issue by which to get into power. 


THE PANAMA UKCISKIX. 


This consideration greatly emphasizes 


the wisdom of choosing Panama, in- 
stead of Nicaragua. 
Wilh a canal only 


twenty feet iu depth, the Nicaraguau 
route would nave been fairly competi- 
tive, but for every additioual foot the 
terms of tbe choice became more un- 
even. 
The prospect of constructing 


long stretches of submerged channel iu 
Lake Nicaragua, as would bave been 
necessary at a thirty-five or forty-foot 
depth, was disquiting. It would have 
beeu a troublesome piece of work, and 
in operation would have required au 
elaborate system of buoys. 
Senator 


Morgan and men like him who think- 
ing of the canal many years ago, when 
tbe draft of vessels was much less than 
now, were in a measure justified in ac- 
cepting the Nicaraguan route, while 
those who approached the study in 
more recent times found the arguments 
very one-sided. 


It Is to be noted that the Democrats 


In their national convention this year 


| dropped the criticism of Panama ou the 


ground 
that the Nicaraguan route 


should be chosen, a gratifying evidence 
of returning sanity. Four years before 
the Republican convention had declar- 
ed for au -'Isthmian canal" aud the 
Democratic for a ' Nicaraguau canal." 
Democratic voles had been cast almost 
solidly against the choice of Panama at 
every state of the contest,until tiie final 
treaties brought the question of a canal 
or uo canal squarely before them. It is 
not likely that anything more will be 
heard of the Nicaraguan route. Even 
Wiliiam P. Hepburn of Iowa, who fa- 
cetiously declared in Congress that the 
Democratic committal to Nicaragua 
"was the wisest thing he ever saw in a 
Democratic platlorm," tells the writer 
that while he still thinks Nicaragua a 
better route, he is entirely satisfied with 
the oue that has been chosen. This Is 
typical of Republican opinion among 
the older men who had all beeu com- 
mitted to Nicaragua. The successive 
steps by which congressional and pub- 
lic opinion have been swung around to 
the Panama Idea constitutes a notable 
chapter in American political history. 
—Boston Transcript.

The mau 
that lias bad tbls experience Is always 
willing thereafter to pay the current 
price for uillk, without grumbling that 
the mllkuiau l»"gettiug rich." If there 
is any uiau that earns all be gets it is 
the man tint products milk aud deliv- 
ers it to customers. 


The producer of milk In a small wav 


usually sells it to nearby neighb.ii>,aiid 
this kind of delivering Is without ap- 
preciable cost and the returns are most- 
ly all proli is. This stimulates the cow 
owners to increase tbe number uf ins 
herd. 
He reasons that if t«-u cows 


make such a large prollt, a duzeu would 
increase Ibe prollt six times.aud twenty 
.four cows would increase it twelve 
times. Hut with the increase In (I 
number of the cows tht-re conies a mot 
tU«u corresponding interest Iu the CDS 
'of caring for the cows and in the deli\ 
eriugof the milk. Often tinman wt: 
runs a dairy as a side issue makes run 
out of it than the man Ih»t drops even 
thing else for his dairy work. 


A uiau at tbe beginning of stn-h n 


experience always overrates his u w i 
powers ot laboring. He will Iind whei 
he actually gets into the woik tha 
-everything takes longer to do than h 
imagined. Thence comes the uecess:u 
for hiring a helper, either to drive th 
team or to relieve himself while he is 
making the milk deliverlia. 


The usual milk peddler is honest, btil 


!ie rnut-t keep a good many things from 
his customers. Thus, every customer 
wants the best milk, aud if any cus- 
tomer fluds out that be is not gettiu 
as good milk as some-other he will at 
-once quit that milkman. But bow is it 
possible for every body to receive the 
best milk? The best milk I assume to 
be that rich in cream 
au* 
which 


has been milked only a very short time 
before It is delivered. But al* milk can 
not be of that kind. The uiilkmau 
who milks his cow's at seven 'o'clock al 
night 'cannot deliver -the -frrtik that 
night. He cools it carefully-and keeps 
it till the morning. Then he cannot 
mix that milk with the morning's milk 
for he knows that the heat in the morn- 
lug's milk will start the night's milk to 
souring. Therefore in the morning he 
goes out with two kinds of milk one 
milked in the morning aud the other 
the night before. 
Will it do for him to 


tells his customers this? Not at all 
I 


was once frank enough to telloueof my 
customers that I had giving her night's 
milk. She flew into a passion, charged 
me with haviug defrauded her by sell- 
lug her old milk aud withdrew her 
patronage. She was my nearest neigh- 
bor and, of course I, let her have the 
night's milk, because oue must get rid 
of the night's milk first because it is 
the older. Yet, uight'smilk, tfproper- 
^v handled, should keep till used up, if 
:lbai use occurs within a reasonable 
-time, -the milk peddler realizes the 
fact that lib can't supply his customers 
without using fhe night's milk aud 


• that some oue uiuatuctit. 


Now, 
what would yoB do in a Case ' 


like this? My man was milking the 
cow. 
It was in thesummer time aud 


the cow's foot was clean. It was iui 
proper for her to put her foot in th 
pail, but she did Unit. The hired ma 
said uothiug about it till the milk \va 
strained aud mixed with the rest, au 
then he told me. Scolding was of u 
use, 
and really tbe milk didn't seer 


injured much—that is, one couldn't de- 
tect the mishap. 
Well, I had to se 


the milk, aud it tasted just like au 
other milk. But suppose I hud Itolc 
the customers about it! 


I was impressed with one thing very 


strongly iu the selling of milk.aud tha 
is tha; one must not only keep every 
thing clean, but make every custome 
understand that things are clean. Thi 
is oue of tbe elements of success. Au 
man that goes iuto the selling of milk 
should bend all his energies to Insuring 
cleanliness. He will, however, lint 
tutu cleanliness costs, both iu money 
'and time, aud the value of the time is 
more than that of the uteusils. The 
cans aud bottles must be washed am: 
rewashed. When old milk is found it: 
the bottles that are returned to the mi I k 
seller he will have a problem before 
him that only hard work can solve 
Soaking the bottles in warm water in 
which soda has been dissolved will be 
necessary iu a good many 'cases, aud 
this soaking must 
sometimes take 


hours. It i? also probable that the 
soda acts as a germicide aud destroys 
the acid-makiug ferments. At least, 
it is a good thing to use from several 
standpoints. 


My experience teaches me that the 


"kickers" get the best treatmeut.aud I 
believethe general milk situatiou would 
be improved more rapidly if more kick- 
•ing were done. The milk peddlers lets 
"well enough alone," aud as loug as 
his customers are satisfied, he is. Peo- 
ple complain that much of the milk 
contains 
preservatives. 
Well, have 


some analyzed aud then confront the 
peddler with It aud make a kick. Tbe 
matter is all in the hands of .the cus- 
tomers.—Dairyman.
